Terrific Twister Rips Oil 
Derricks. in Oklahoma; 
Property Loss Heavy 


[EXCLUSIVE PISPATCT.) 

TULSA (Okla.) Nov. 5. — Six 
lives are known to have been lost 
and scores injured in the tornado 
which swept over parts of Okla- 
homa yesterda afternoon and 
evening, with its center in the 
Drumright district. 

The property loss will run in ex- 
cess of $1,000,000, the oll fields! 
were especially hard hit, derricks 
being torn down, pipes twisted and 
broken, tanks destroyed and the 
fields flooded. 


Apparently choosing the paths f 


of least resistance, the terrific 
twister snaked around the out- 
skirts of the towns of Shamrock, 
Drumright, Olive, Mannford, Terle- 
ton, Cushing.’ Keystone, Chandler 
and Bristow. 

A slight deviation from its path 
of a few rods in many cases could 
have resulted in tremendous iosa 
of life. Eyewitnesses of the storm 
said ‘there was an electrical dis- 
play of unusual brilliance accom- 
panying the funnelshaped cloud. 
lightning flashes of ultra-violet in- 
tensity illuminated the countryside 
with a light as bright as day. A 
whistling sound like the high fre- 
quency tone of a wireless wave at- 
tended the tornado.

Under Bridge Identified 


Widow Comes to Los Angeles| 


to Aid Police 


Believe Rich Oaklander Was 
Killed for Money _ 


The body of the well-dressed 
young man found, with a bullet 
hole in the head and abdomen, 
wedged under a bridge on Mesa 
Drive last Thursday morning, was 
positively identified yesterday as 
that of Nick F. Dabelich, weil- 
to-do cafe and hotel man of Oak- 
land, who disappeared mysteri- 
ously from that city October 16, 
last. 

The identification was made by 
his widow, Mrs. Mary S. Dabelich, 
who. with a friend, Louls Vogler 
of 3002 Linden avenue, Oakland, 
made the trip to this city at the 
suggestion of Chief of Police Drew’ 
of Oakland. 

On information given them by 
Mrs. Dabelich of her husband's af- 
faire and disappearance Detective 
Mergeant Herman Cline and mem- 
bers of the homicide squad at once 
began to build up the theory that 
the wealthy cafe man was mur- 
dered for a large sum of money 
which he is_believed to have car- 
ried and a $3000 diamond ring 
which he wore. 


POLICE THEORY 

The money, amounting. accord- 
ing to Mrs. Dabeltich, to more than 
$500, and the ring. were missing 
when the body was found huddled 
under the bridge crossing Ballona 
Creek. Mrs. Dabelich declared she 
was certain that her hueband was 
in possession of both when he left 
her early on the morning of Oc- 
tober 16. 

From the location in which the 
body was found, coupled with the 
significant fact that Mr. Dabelich’s 
valuables were missing, Detective 
Cline drew the conclusion that the 
cafe man had been waylaid on 
the journey from the northern 
city, shot to death and his body 
disposed of under the bridge on 
the outskirts of Los Angeles. It 
was possible that the man might 
have been murdered near *he 
lonely spot where his body was 
found but not probable, according 
to the detectives, 

The establishment of the identity 
of the murdered man was made 
by his widow through his clothes 
and few persona! belongings found 
on the body. Mrs. Dabelich stated 
to the police that the brown ‘suit, 
the cravenette overcoat, the brown 
silk knit tie, high-top tan shoes 
and underciothing were without a 
doubt those of her husband. She 
was not able to view the body as 
that was interred Saturday. 

The matter of exhuming the 
body for a more cofnplete identifi- 
cation was considered by the po- 
lice at a late hour yesterday but no 
definite order to do so had been 
given by the Coroner. Detective 
Cline expressed the belief that this 
was unnecessary as he helleved the 
identification of the clothes and 
other property was eufficient to es- 
tablish the fact that the body 
found under the bridge was that of 
Mr. Dabelich. 


RECOGNIZES HER GIFT 

Further identification was made 
by Mrs. Dabelich when she was 
shown at Central Police Station 
the blue gold cuff links found in 
the cuffs of the dead man. She 
immediately deciphered the mono- 
grammed initials as those of her 
husband, “N. F. D.” and her own 
“M. her husband's initials be- 
ing engraved on one side and hers 
on the other. She stated they were 
a pair she had given to her hus- 
band last Christmas. 

As far as Mrs. Dabelich could 
tell the police her husband had no 
enemies in the northern city. He 
was, she said,a man who had many 
friends and was respected by all, 
He had at one time invested heavily 
in cafe and hotel property in Oak- 
land and at the time of his dis- 
appearance was in partnership 
with his brother, Peter Dabelich, 
in the operation of the Midway 
Cafe in that city. She also de- 
clared that she and her husband 
had no domestic trouble that would 
cause him to leave her. They had 
been married, she said, for more 
than a year, the ceremony having 
heen performed in San Jose a year 
ago last June. 


THEORY OF POLICE 


~ TLeecal police expressed the be-

very shortly after he left Oakland. 
Among others this conclusion was 
drawn from the facts that though 
Dabelich had informed his wife 
that he was leaving for a two 
weeks’ trip on business to Port-

Justice Shurtleff Explains 
| Working of Supreme Tri- 
bunal in Campaign 


Justice Charlies A. Shurtleff of 
the Bupreme Court, who asks the 
voters to retain him in office, said 
upon conclusion of his week's trek 
over the State: 
“One thing that struck me with 
much’ force in my recent travels 
was the lack of information in 
many communities regarding the 
functioning and responsibilities of 
the Supreme Court. As the indi- 
vidual only makes his slight con- 
tact with the highest court 
through his attorney, he treats this 
tribunal as a thing apart, some- 
thing he never dreams of using, 
and, as a matter of fact, few cases 
of the thousands decided in lower 
courts reach the Supreme Court, 
“The individual should consider 
the Supreme Court from a com- 
munity standpoint and study it and 
its personnel with a view of as- 
surance of supreme legal protec- 
tion on suits an@ measures that 
often directly concern the welfare 
of his section.~ The power of the 
Supreme Court is of wide range 
and at the disposal of the seven 
justices. 
“When a case is submitted it is 
assigned to one justice and his 
opinion, when written ovt, is sub- 
mitted to the others en bane who 
concur or dissent. Therefore, the 
personnel voted into office by the 
citizens must be carefully chosen. 
It is now up to the voter to de- 
termine the fitness of the two can- 
didates who must be selected from 
the four aepirants to the office. If 
the two candidates now incum- 
bents have proven worthy to the 
satisfaction of bar and citizenry, 
the selection is easy. The incum- 
bents then have the privilege to 
ask to be retained.”
